My dear Mr. Wood: 


With reference to your letter of May 18, 1932, we have much pleasure in 
sending to you, under separate cover, one of the Bronze three inch Official George 
Washington Bicentennial Commemorative Medals for exhibition by the American 
Numismatic Society. 


You will understand, of course, that this medal is not for general 
distribution. It is being used for award purposes in connection with the national 
essay, oratorical and declamatory contests sponsored by this Commission and its 
further distribution must be such as will appropriately honor the memory of our First 
President without destroying its value as an award. We believe that this end can be 
achieved by having this souvenir of the Bicentennial Celebration on exhibition by 
the Historical and Numismatic Societies and Museums of the country. 


The United States Mint is authorized to sell 2; inch medals of the same 
design, but the three inch medals cannot be purchased. 


This medal should be displayed with a descriptive card indicating the 
fact that it is the Official George Washington Bicentennial Commemorative Medal, 
struck by the United States Mint at Philadelphia, Pemsylvania, for the United States 
George Washington Bicentennial Commission. It was designed by Mrs. Laura Gardin 
Fraser, whose model was chosen from a number which were submitted anonymously by 
leading sculptors of the country. The master medal, which is to be presented to 
President Hoover, Chairman of the United States George Washington Bicentennial 
Commission, was struck in platinum at the Mint in Philadelphia. This is the first 
time that platinum has been used in making a United States Government medal. 


We will be pleased to have, for our permanent records, a statement from 
you to the effect that the medal has been placed on ‘ibition.
